DURING THE WAR years, the 
Roundups 
were moved 
from 
Palm Springs to Los Angeles. 
Though festivities were held to 
a m inimum, im portant m er­ 
chandising 
and 
promotional 
forums were held giving new 
and better Ideas on how to sell 
and display California men's 
apparel. 
Following the war, In 1945, 
the 
Palm 
Springs 
Fashion 
Roundups 
were 
resumed 
in 
their original setting — Palm 
Springs. 
Almost 
parallel 
w ith 
the 
growth of the men’s apparel 
m arket w as the growth of the 
boys’ wear m arket in Califor­ 
nia. Some of the m en’s wear 
m anufacturers also m ade boys' 


THE MEN’S SIDE has grown 
twice as fast as the entire ap ­ 
parel 
industry in 
California, 
which 
climed 
from 
approxi­ 
mately $400 million In 1951 to 
about $500 million, In 1954. 
But California m anufacturers 
aren't inclined to go after the 
volume and price m arket. They 
feel they have to stick to q u al­ 
ity and styling. By setting the 
style in fabrics and styling, 
the 
California 
m anufacturers 
hope to stay a few years ahead 
of the pack. 
Practically 
everything 
the 
Californians do—in apparel as 
well as in other fields—smacks 
of the “casual quality” that is 
associated with W estern liv­ 
ing. According to H arry Both,

to th e m iners for tents and

w agon covers until he struck 
• 
gold. Instead, he sold th e fab- 
J. rlc for pants. Later, rivets were 
used to reinforce the pockets 
because the m iners had a habit 
of stuffing gold ore In their 
pockets. This terrific strain on 
the 
pockets naturally caused 
them to tear out. The rivets, 
placed at points of strain, ellm- 
¡hated this tearing. 
SOON. THESE JEANS became 
so popular, and the dem and so 
great for them , th at Strauss 
found himself In the pants- 
m aklng 
business 
Instead 
of 
gold mining. And, since these 
pan ts were different from the 
ordinary wool pants of that 
day, they soon became known 
a s “Levi’s pants,” which later, 
In th e typical W estern fashion, 
w as shortened to "Levi's.” 
As more and more people 
cam e out to th e Coast and the 
needs of these people increased 
other men started stores carry­ 
ing drygoods, notions and sun­ 
dries. Some of the more ven­ 
turesom e went Into the busi­ 
ness of m anufacturing cloth-

Many of these pioneer m anu­ 
facturers are still in operation 
and growing every year. 
SOKE OF THE Eastern buy­ 
ers, who either saw th e Cali­ 
fornia apparel worn in th e East, 
or on a pleasure trip to Califor­ 
nia noticed It, displayed in the 
windows and being worn by 
Californians, 
became 
greatly 
interested in what California 
apparel m anufacturers had to 
offer. 
However, now that more and 
more people were going Into 
the apparel business, and pro­ 
duction w as large enough to 
supply more than the Western 
region, the m anuacturers felt 
they should do som ething to 
persuade m ore W estern buyers 
to see and buy their new lines. 
So each season, th ey char­ 
tered special trains an d took 
th e new lines up the San Joa­ 
quin Valley as far as Stockton, 
and down through th e Im perial 
Valley giving shows to the re­ 
tailers enroute. 


THIS IDEA WAS quite suc­ 
cessful in th e West, bu t also 
tim e - consuming. 
And 
what 
about the Eastern buyers? 
A 
central point was needed at 
which both buyers and m anu­ 
facturers could convene. 
In 1934, "The Men’s Wear 
M anufacturers of Los Angeles” 
were organized by Ernest Ar- 
m er (Cohn-Goldwater, recently 
deceased), George Bailey (Bai­ 
ley Hat Co.), Lou Crevellng 
(Creveltng of Calif.), Ross Lew- 
In (Brownstein-Louis, now dis­ 
banded), Bud Whiser (Califor­ 
nia Sportswear). 


THIS WAS THE fore-runner 
of the present Men’s Apparel 
Guild In California an d its a s­ 
sociated organization, the Boys’ 
Apparel 
G uild In California. 
Constitution and by-law s were 
adopted and the first president 
elected February 1935. 
Past 
presidents 
(among 
others) incude Armer, Bailey, 
Carl Colt, Bud Whiser, Toby 
Kotzin and Julian Cole. 
Perm anent office w as estab­ 
lished In 1940. The first annual 
Los Angeles Round-Up w as held 
in Palm Springs January 10 
and 11,1942, and the first Men’s 
Fall Apparel Show at th e Chap­ 
m an Park 
Hotel, July, 1942. 
Nineteen m anufacturers partici­ 
pated. Up to th at time, m arket 
showings w ere combined with 
Jobbers and Included women’s 
and children”s lines, and were 
held as early as 1900. 


lines. But, as tim e went on, 
and the dem and for California- 
made apparel grew, m any new 
m anufacturers started making 
boys’ 'w ear exclusively. By 1945 
It was felt th at there was a 
definite need for some type of 
an association for boys' wear 
m anufacturers. 


SO, IN 1946 the "Boys' Ap­ 
parel Guild of California” (now 
called "Boys’ Apparel Guild In 
California") 
was 
established 
under the presidency of Tobias 
Kotzin who was also its found­ 
er. This association, known to 
the trade 
as 
"BAGIC”, 
had 
much the sam e objectives as 
the Men's association. It became 
th e "Junior” partner 
of the 
Men’s group and, together with 
them, 
sponsored 
th e 
world 
known Palm Springs Fashion 
Roundups. 
In late 1947, the M en's Wear 
M anufacturers of Los Angeles 
voted to change the name of 
their 
association. 
Since 
the 
m em bership had grown to In­ 
clude m anufacturers outside of 
Los Angeles, the nam e they de­ 
cided on w as “M en’s Apparel 
Guild In California,” now com­ 
monly refered to by Its Initials 
“MAGIC.” 
Then, 
In 
1950, 
th e 
Palm 
Springs Fashion Roundups were 
moved back to Los Angeles. The

available. 


LAST YEAR, 
1954, 
MAGIC 
and BAGIC returned to revive 
the fun-filled festive tradition 
of the Palm Springs Round-Up. 
The 
now - fam ous 
annual 
spring advance-fashion showing 
draws more than 2000 buyers 
from all over the w orld to see 
the 
world’s 
m ost 
im portant 
fashion presentation for men 
and boys, a one and a half 
hour showing of 240 styles by 
the 71 members of MAGIC and 
BAGIC. 
Today, there are 200 men’s 
wear m anufacturers In Cali­ 
fornia, w ith approxim ately $200 
million in annual sales. 
The 
Industry supports som e 25,000 
wage earners. W ith th e women’s 
apparel 
Industry, 
the 
total 
sales volum e is $600 million, 
making the apparel Industry 
the fourth largest in Los An­ 
geles and the fifth largest In 
California, even ahead of m o­ 
tion picture Industry and the 
tourist industry in volume. 


secretary - treasurer

Louis 
Roth Clothes, “Our styles, both 
in clothing and th e way we do 
business, are dictated by our 
environment. We are in the 
m idst of the suburban living 
movement. Even our dress w ear 
is on the easy side." Says an 
Eastern veteran in the apparel 
industry: "Dressing-up for leis­ 
ure is th e Californians' contri­ 
bution.” 


THE 
CALIFORNIA Industry 
has broadened its lines in re ­ 
cent years to include every­ 
thing from socks to hats. But 
Its m ain em phasis It still on 
sportswear which accounts for 
about 75 percent of Its clothing 
market. California m anufactur­ 
ers say they are 
free from 
Eastern 
traditions and m ass 
production, 
thus 
can experi­ 
m ent and expand. 
One of the most tangible evi­ 
dences of the growth In Im port­ 
ance ef the California m en’s 
wear m arket is the fact th a t 
the "M ade-in-Californla” label 
Is now protected by the Federal 
Trade Commission, through an 
action taken by th e California 
State Legislature. All out of 
state m anufacturers are now 
policed by the FTC. The origin 
of their m anufacture m ust be 
boldly Indicated on the label. 
Thus the “California W eegie” 
company located in M innesota 
must say "m ade In M innesota” 
a specific indication of how 
im portant 
California - m ade 
styles have become In national 
merchandising.

phy, and first aid. 
These new additions were an­ 
nounced this week by George 
M anington, 
Evening 
H i g h 
School principal, who stressed 
th at the night school operates 
as a 
division of 
the Palm 
Springs Unified School District. 
Gaylord D Richmond, whose 
career spans study and teach­ 
ing at Yale University as well 
as directorship of the Los An­ 
geles County Art Institute for 
five years, will teach two of the 
classes. The first of these, basic 
drawing, will stress the tech­ 
niques needed by the new stu­ 
dent in art m edia for the ac­ 
curate 
reproduction 
of 
line, 
shape and shadow. 
The class 
will m eet Tuesday at 7 p.m. 
Richmond’s second class, silk 
screen 
process printing, 
will 
enable the student to learn to 
apply colored inks and dyes to 
fabrics, paper, glass, etc., with 
precise registration, and to de­ 
sign motifs for apparel fabrics, 
wallpapers. 
First Aid, a course designed 
for people in public and private 
employment, will lead to certi­ 
fication for Red Cross Basic 
Course completion. Taught by 
Joe Kanya, school principal at 
Desert Hot Springs, long prac­ 
ticed ki teaching this subject, 
the das* will m eet Mondays at 
7 p.nrr. 
’ Color photography, again to 
be offered, has proved a very 
popular class in the past. To be 
tau g h t by Glenn Vargas, versa­ 
tile 
instructor In crafts, the 
class will feature laboratory 
treatm ent of problems of lenses 
and filters and techniques of 
improving results w ith color 
film 
for 
the 
am ateur 
who 
wishes to improve his picture- 
taking resulta. 
The class will 
m eet from 1 to 4 p.m. at the 
K atherine Finchy School. 
W ith the exception of the 
latter class, the new classes 
will meet at the Palm Springs 
High School on Ramon Road. 
Those interested are invited to 
visit the classes and to enroll 
at the high achool office. Pro­ 
gram s of the complete schedule 
of classes are obtainable at 
strategic locations within the 
city. 
Additional 
classes 
will 
be 
opened as demand develops and 
as teachers are found avail­ 
able. At present classes in sew­ 
ing and beginning Spanish are 
in demand but lack instructors.

To maintain good balance, 
one must start from a good 
solid position.

The ball went 
much farther than you expect 
ed. much to your surprise.

The result—Perfect Rhythm. 
(Or a phrase I love to use— 
Rhythmic Motion — w h i c h 
means the large muscles are 
leading the small muscles with 
no wasted motion.)

Should be Bought 


Before Take Off 
Pheasant hunters who expect 
to leave the Village during the 
16-day bird season starting No­ 
vember 19 should purchase 
their tags from a local license 
agent before making the trip 
to shooting lands. 
According to the Department 
of Fish and Game, agents in 
outlying districts may be out 
of the tags, and ten tags must 
be signed along with two other 
signatures at the time tags are 
purchased. 
The limit of 10 tags, one of 
which must be tied to each 
pheasant's leg, is the maximum 
through the season. 
In Riverside county, hunters 
are limited to two birds of 
either sex each day, but not 
more than 10 all season.
